O™ sultry noonday in July, 1885, a*small group of musical 
ow, celebrities from Berlin stood hatless—having converted their 
, head covering into temporary fans—in the shade of a low, 
uneven row of ancient houses in the city of Weimar, and expect- 
antly watched the nearest turn in the street. Just as the heat was 
Pronounced insupportable two well-known figures sauntered arm-in- 
arm around the corner—one the venerable form of Franz Liszt, his 
flowing white locks surmounted by an old-fashioned tile hat, his 
shirt collar thrown open, revealing a throat which rivalled in color 
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the high flush of his visage; and the other Eugene d'Albert, a short 
youth, with a round face and small black eyes, whose heavy shock 
of dark brown hair fell about his neck a la Liszt and was topped by 
an artist's wide-brimmed slouch hat, the crown of which just brushed 
the master’s shoulder. It was not the odd contrasting couple which 
so forcibly impressed all beholders alike. It was the two great men 
of genius walking side by side—a tottering old man with one foot 
already in the grave, and his pupil, the younger by half a century 
and in the very spring time of life: one, the greatest piano virtuoso 
of any time, behind whom lay an unprecedented, brilliant caree: 
of more than three-score years; the other, though scarcely more 
than a lad, the most famous musical artist of his generation, with a 
future of unlimited possibilities just opening up. 

These two exchanged greetings with the gentlemen who had come, 
with d'Albert, on a twenty-four hours’ visit to the city, and then they 
crossed the stony way in a body to the cooler shade of Chemnitiuss’s 
restaurant garden to partake of a dinner in Liszt's honor. 

This noteworthy meeting of a master and pupil always recurs to 
my mind when asked, “‘ Do any of Liszt's later pupils give promise 
of greatness, or at least of proving themselves eminently worthy 
such a teacher?” If in reply I begin with Eugene d’Albert, it is 
because he was the first of the group to come prominently before the 
public; and justice to others compels me to add in the same sen- 
tence Arthur Friedheim, Alfred Reisenauer, Alexander Siloti, and 
Adele aus der Ohe. 

Eugene d’Albert is more widely known than his youthful contem- 
poraries. A lad of exceptional gifts and attainments, he made his 
debut in 1882, at an age favorable to success. The masses were 
dazzled by such virtuosity in a youth of nineteen summers. The 
critics marveled at his power and the maturity of his intellect, but 
praised conditionally the “‘ wonder child." After his second season 
he had earned his right to be classed with the greatest virtuosos and 
musicians of the day. His compositions for orchestra, and more 
especially for piano, are adding to his renown.—From the Century, 
March, 1888. 
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THE FUTURE COMPOSER.

ae evolution of individual life is the archetype of the evolution 
of national and artistic life. Musical America is yet a student. 
The old world is our instructor, but our own land must be our 
incentive. Her expanse, her beauty, her growth, her very spirit must 
be our inspiration. 

As the youth, by education, develops his native powers and forms 
the plans that in after years take definite shape, so musical America 
(the youthful but promising genius, nay, even prodigy) is studying 
her models, developing to the utmost the products of the old conti- 
nental schools, and by this means—this wineaten and training—is 
developing her powers and forecasting her plans for the future. 

The typical American composer must be original. He will depart 
more rapidly from the beaten paths of conventionality and orthodoxy 
than did any of the old masters. The characteristic American spirit 
of invention and adventure will find its way to influence musical art. 
The large field of action open to the composer, and the immense 
audiences that promise to welcome him, will inspire broader effects, 
and a more universal spirit of sympathy will pervade his works. In 
chamber and salon music he will enter upon a delicate and micro- 
scopical analysis of complex emotional sentiments; and in concert 
and festival works he will cast off the restrictions of conventional form 
and the weight of contrapuntal traditions. In orchestral works he 
will enlarge his themes and secure greater brilliancy in thematic treat- 
ment, and harmonic forms will be retired to a vague suggestion, an 
| atmosphere of feeling, delicate as perfumes from elysian gardens, 
| pervading as the shadows of evening; and on this sea of feeling will 
| ride the gems of musical thought and life expressed in melody, as the 
| stars shine forth from the blue vault of night. 

In opera, music will be given the supremacy that her superiority as 
an art deserves, and the contributing sister arts will be pervaded and 
animated by the invisible life that springs from music. The conver- 
sation of the cultured in society will be intonated to the appropriate 
modulations of melody, the voices being pitched in harmonious keys, 
and thought will flow and action respond to the subtle charm. The 
chorus will no longer conform to the four-voiced fugue, but in place 
of each voice part there will be written an harmonic series, a grand 
melodic succession of harmonies—an immense harmonic structure fit 
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to voice the sentiment of nations. The typical composer will wre | aa the excellent qualities of the people, and yet in reply to a 


melodious chord successions with the same spontaneity and facility 
with which one now writes melodies. ‘‘ Beautiful melodies and beauti- 
ful harmonies are equally the product of inspiration; but is it not 
evident that beautiful harmonies can only be invented by a more pow- 
fully organized genius ?”’ 

When America can absorb the great influx of foreign elements, and 
expand them by a process of education (which will require time) into 
true Americanism, then will her art become distinctively American. 
Her art composed of the best principles of the old schools will be 
stamped with American originality, refinement and brilliancy. It will 
become broader, deeper, and at the same time more subtle and emo- 
tionally discriminating. Our art, as all our institutions, will have its 
foundation resting upon the traditions of the Old World, and its crown 
embellished with the discoveries and refinements of the New. 

Art in nature is the expression of a universal thought, of a uni- 
versal soul. The art of man is an expression of his best thought, 
of his refined soul, in the forms that nature dictates. A nation that 
is capable of great thoughts, and possesses a grand soul yearning for 
the universal and unattained, will develop a great art life. So cos- 
mopolitan is our American life that our art must rest on a broader 
basis and be more comprehensive than that of any other nation. The 
national flower will be a bouquet, to which each local sentiment will 
contribute a flower; so with our national school of music, each senti- 
ment will contribute its tone-color and tonal-form. 

The art temple, the foundations of which we are laying, does not 
appear as yet what it will be. Its builder is Time, its architect the 
spirit of the people, and its priests must needs be geniuses. 

The American idea is to pierce to the core of the matter—in art to 
seek the expression of the intensely beautiful, the beauty of graceful 
ornament and rich sentiment rather than the beauty of solidity and 
permanency. But with Shakespeare, Dante, Beethoven and Angelo 
for our foundation stones, is not art safe? 

The mission of art is to assist in making men better, and whatever 
it possesses that does not fulfill this end is not true art—so says Ruskin 
—and art must ang will be purged of all its dross. Here, then, is a 
mission for America—to purify and elevate art. As you approach 
the beautiful, keep near also to the pure and true, for only the true 
and pure are beautiful.

p is now more than twenty years ago. I had been on a charm- 
ing pedestrian tour through picturesque Auvergne, that strange 
old province of central France, where the peasantry seem to 
this day to live in the traditions of many a century back, and think 
of their English neighbors as the barbarians who burnt Jehanne la 
Pucelle, ‘“‘la Grande Pastoure.”” And no wonder; for their moral 
nature does but answer to the physical features of that land of ex- 
tinct volcanoes, the population of which believe as firmly in the 
existence of subterranean cities, once swallowed up by the earth- 
quakes that produced the yawning fissures you meet with at every 
turn, as they do in the fabled golden ox, which appears on a certain 
night in the year to the maiden bold enough to face and to question 
it. Parisians remember Auvergne chiefly as the birthplace of these 
sinewy, sober, frugal hewers of wood and drawers of water, whose 
services are indispensable to them. 

One of the loveliest cities in old fairy-haunted Auvergne is certain- 
ly Clermont. When I was there every hotel had its /ad/e-d'hote, and 
every fable-d'hote its old-established circle of well-known habitues: 
retired tradesmen with no family, quiet and gossipy; - battered old 
veteran officers of the army, and a sufficient sprinkling of young 
bachelors to infuse a little juvenility into the social gatherings. At 
the head of the table I happened to select on the occasion I now 
recall, sat an old genti/homme of the most engaging and noble 
aspect. The garcon called him ‘“‘M.le Colonel.”” He hardly ever 
spoke, but from time to time his clear, benevolent eye wandered 
over the assembled company and then was clouded with a sad 
expression, until some piquant or graceful remark recalled his 
. attention to a society to which some secret pre-occupation had made 
him indifferent. Two citizens of Clermont, who were. seated at his 
right, rose to take their departure, and then the old colonel ex- 
changed a few words with them and a graceful salute, after which he 
resumed his former melancholy attitude. Across the two empty 
places between us we interchanged a few words, and he asked me: 
‘Do you belong to Auvergne?” “ No.”’ “Do you come here often?” 
“Once in ten years." He seemed to experience a relief at hearing 
that, not very complimentary to myself, and then conversed more 
freely of Clermont, its rich plains, noble mountains, fine situation,

But, you see, to-day a pens to be 
an anniversary, and an old fellow like me may perhaps “ forgiven 
for seeking a congenial ear into which he may pour his overflowing 
memories of a beloved child. One there was who knew her well, 
but he is now joining his part with hers in heavenly concerts, even 
purer than those with which they delighted me when both were 
alive here below.” 

I pressed the old soldier's hand in silence. With a grateful look 
he asked if I took coffee. ‘‘ Yes, if you do.”” ‘“‘ Then come with me.” 

We went out, arm in arm, and not a word escaped him, as with a 
grave and mild gesture he responded to the frequent military salutes 
that greeted him, until we reached the door of his house. His rooms 
were furnished in the plainest style. Three tapestried chairs, a sofa, 
a panoply of arms, a table, and over the piano two portraits, one, a 
miniature, by Madame de Mirbel, showed a lovely blonde girl, the 
other, an original engraving, bore in the corner the written words, 
“ To my friend, Colonel Bertrand. George Onslow.” 

The old officer busied himself with the preparation of our coffee, 
and having placed two cups on the gueridon sat down beside me 
and looked intently at the two portraits. 

“Both dead!" he murmured. ‘“ He has joined her; I remain 
alone, but for atime. That girl, sir, had such a peerless voice and 
ear, that Onslow, the great master whom every one sought, would 
come here in secret and teach her—nay, he would tune her piano 
with his own hands! Can you wonder that in the silent night a 
solemn symphony seems to my fancy to arise, in which I hear their 
voices and their hands awake in concert the magic strains now mute 
for ever?” 

After a short pause, during which his gray head was bowed in 
reverie, he resumed: ‘‘ While he lived, there was ever near me a 
sympathetic ear, always open to others’ sorrows, a heart never in- 
sensible to the appeals of distress. If an old artist fell into poverty, 
who but Onslow would seek him out, clothe him and feed him ? 
In all the aristocratic reunions of the whole province, who so admired 
a performer, so congenial an z#v#¢é in the highest salons, as George 
Onslow? Even now, each time a military band passes, the by 
standers instinctively look up to those windows from which the 
composer was wont to applaud their martial music."" ‘ You have no 
family ?"’ I asked. “No, sir,"”” ‘ No friends, no chosen brother in 
arms?" ‘‘I am quite alone; and to-day I have done and said to 
you what I shall never repeat to any other, because I feel we shall 
never meet again. A//ons/ This evening you shall be my guest; 
thanks to your congenial company and aspect, this anniversary wil! 
have passed more lightly!" 

Again we sallied forth, arm in arm. The old officer stopped 
opposite a large mansion facing the barracks. ‘‘ Where you see those 
large, closed windows, he used to practice, and on many a summe! 
evening the square below would be crowded with admiring listeners, 
eager to catch the sound of his improvisations. When he and his 
brother, Maurice, the harpist, extemporized en duo, I declare the 
very birds seemed to hush their warbling to listen!” 

Suddenly the old man clutched my arm and turned pale, as from 
behind the Aersiennes of the deserted looking mansion the notes of a 
piano were faintly heard. ‘“ Heav:n! that is the very sonata by 
Mozart he loved to play! Let us go, friend, I cannot endure it! 

A group of idlers had gradually formed. At that moment the music 
ceased and a young man appeared at the window. The old colone! 
did not see him. Tears were in his eyes as he drew me away. “Ah, 
he said, “‘ whose music more fitly than Mozart's could come to one’s 
ear, as it were from the pure world of spirits, as that does? I wish 
you were not leaving so soon! If you stayed here one week | 
think I should feel able to re-enter society.”’ 

As we turned the corner of the noble mansion its gates opened 
and an elegant ca/eche, drawn by two grays, whirled past. The 
same young man we had seen at the window, and whose perform 
ance had affected the veteran, was seated in the carriage beside a 
handsome young lady and both saluted the colonel. ‘ That is his 
son, Arthur, with Mademoiselle de Costay, his fiancee. She, too, 
was acquainted with my child. It is quite long since I ventured to 
visit this part of Clermont. Let us go home.” 

Next day I had to leave Clermont, and as the omnibus took me to 
the station, I saw the old soldier striding vigorously on toward the 
cemetery we soon had to pass. When the noise of the wheels made 
him turn his head, he saw me and stretched his hands towards me 












with a heartfelt adieu. ‘When you next visit Clermont” he cried 
in his ringing voice, ‘‘I shall be slumbering with those I now go to 
visit! Pray for a/7 three /"’

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N my return from Europe I found my family at the old home 
% in North Reading. e had a week or so more of vacation, 

and then I went back to New York and resumed my work. 
rhe first need I felt was for something new for my classes, espe- 
cially at Rutger’s and Spingler Institutes, to sing. This was in the 
Autumn of 1851. Mr. Bradbury had given some floral concerts 
with children at the Broadway Tabernacle, and at a recent one had 
introduced some selections in a connected series. This gave me the 
idea that a little musical play might be made for girls and young 
ladies that would be useful. I cast about for a subject. It was not 
difficult to find one; the whole world was open to me, for nothing 
of the kind had been done. I soon decided that the subject should 
be flowers choosing a queen, and that the little play should be called 
‘The Flower Queen." 

At the Institution for the Blind there was at that time a lady 
who had been a pupil there, but was now a teacher, who had a great 
gift for rhyming, and, better still, had a delicate and poetic imagi- 
nation. The name of Fanny Crosby was not known then beyond 
the small circle of her personal friends, but it is now familiar, es- 
pecially wherever Gospel songs are sung. I used to tell her one 
day in prose what I wanted the flowers or the Recluse to say, and 
the next day the poem would be ready—sometimes two or three 
of them. I generally hummed enough of a melody to give her an 
idea of the meter sad thythenie swing wanted, and sometimes played 
to her the entire music of a number, before she undertook her work. 
It was allthesame. Like many blind people her memory was great, 
and she easily retained all I told her. After receiving her poems, 
which rarely needed any modification, I thought out the music, 
perhaps while going from one lesson to another, (the distances were 
so great that I had to spend a good deal of time every day in om- 
nibuses or street cars,) and then I caught the first moment of free- 
dom to write it out. Sometimes this was a half hour before dinner 
or supper, sometimes a little while between lessons, and sometimes 
in hour at night. This went on until the cantata was finished. 

I can truly say that I had no other thought in this work than my 
own needs, I did not know that it would ever be heard outside 
of the walls of the Institutions in which I was teaching. I had to 
have it printed because I needed so many copies myself, and this 
time it fell into good hands. The two older sons of Dr. Mason were 
then book-sellers and publishers in New York under the firm name 
of Mason Brothers. They willingly undertook to supply me with 
copies, and they said, “‘ we'll publish it regularly—others may want 
what you want,” and so it proved. 

I have often been glad that I did not begin earlier to write for 
publication, It was not a noble motive that restrained me, but our 
foolishness is often overruled to our advantage. By delaying I had 
become better equipped. I had heard a good deal of good music, 
and had been obliged to teach some of a high order. Everything 
that my bliad pupils sang I had to know in the most thorough 
manner. My acquaintance with some of the best musicians of the 
day was such as to bring me into close contact with what they per- 
formed and liked, and in my family we were familiar with music of 
a grade considerably above that of the popular music of the day. The 
reservoir was, therefore, much better filled than it would have been 
if 1 had commenced when urged to do so by the friends of whom 
I have spoken, and the comparatively simple music that I have 
written from that time to this ~ included a greater variety of sub- 
jects, and has been better in quality in consequence. 

I saw at once that mine must be the “ people's song,” still, I am 
ashamed to say, I shared the feeling that was around me in regard to 
that grade of music. When Stephen C. Foster’s wonderful melodies 
(as I now see them) began to appear, and the famous Christy's Min- 
strels began to make them known, I “took a hand in” and wrote a 
few, but put “*G, Friedrich Wurzel’ (the German for Root) to them 
instead of my own name. “Hazel Dell,” and “ Rosalie the Prairie 
Flower"’ were the best known of those so written. It was not until I 
imbibed more of Dr. Mason's spirit, and went more among the people 
of the country, that I saw these things in a truer light, and respected 
myself, and was thankful when I could write something that all the 
people would sing. 

_ “The Flower Queen” served an excellent purpose, both as an incen- 
tive to work on the part of the classes, and as an entertainment for the 
friends of the schools. I served in the double capacity of Recluse and 
stage manager in the first performances, and fear the latter character 
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appeared sometimes during the performance of the former much to 
the detriment of that dignitary. However, we always rehearsed thor 
oughly and the success of those first representations was all that could 
be desired. The first ‘‘ Ruse "’ is worth telling about :— 

Two or three years before, I noticed one day a strange voice among 
my four hundred at Rutger's. It did not seem loud, but it pervaded 
the whole room and was exceedingly rich in quality. It seemed so 
mature that I looked among the young ladies for it at first, but there 
was no stranger among them. Then | stepped down from the plat- 
form and walked back among the younger girls and soon discovered 
her, a small brunette, twelve or thirteen years old, with laughing eyes 
anda profusion of dark, wavy hair hanging unconfined about a hand- 
some, dark face. That was her first day at the school, but she soon 
became our frima donna, and the name of Annie Thomas will not 
soon be forgotten by those who heard her during those years at Rut 
ger’s and afterward in her more prominent musical life in New York. 

I used to take my pupils occasionally to hear the blind people sing. 
Annie was a great favorite there. She not only captivated the class, 
but in a special and particular way a young gentleman who not only 
could hear her voice, but see her face. He was a theological student, 
temporarily teaching there. He had a younger brother who was a 
part of the time in the Institution, I think as an office boy. This theo 
logical student sought an introduction to my young lady and I intro- 
duced him. A few years after he married her. He is now (at this 
writing, Dec., 1888,) the Rev. Wm. Cleveland, of Forestport, N. Y., 
and the office boy is President of the United States. 

Speaking of my best singer in New York, on account of her con 
nection with a well-known personage, brings to my mind my best 
piano pupil, a lovely young girl of thirteen or fourteen. If you will 
read Charles Dudley Warner's “‘ My summer in a garden,” you will 
be much amused at his allusions to his wife who was this young girl 
I hope she has not forgotten the Cramer's studies she played so well. 

With every Teacher's Class and Convention that I attended with 
Mr. Mason and Mr. Webb I became more interested in the improve- 
ment of the teachers who came to be instructed. I saw how inade- 
quate the time was for much improvement, not only in my depart- 
ment (the voice), but in the art of teaching and in harmony and 
general musical culture. Early in 1852 1 conceived the idea of having 
a three months’ session for this work. It must be in the summer, be 
cause then the teachers had more leisure. It must be in the city of 
New York, for I must be there where my work was. I knew the ex 
penses of advertising and place of meeting would be large, but I be- 
lieved that from all the States and Canada enough teachers, and those 
who wished to become such, would come, to save the enterprise from 
pecuniary loss. 

I went immediately to Boston, where Mr. Mason still lived, and told 
him my plan. It did not strike him at first as feasible. He did not 
believe any considerable number of persons could be induced to come, 
especially from a distance, on account of the great expense of travel- 
ing and of such a stay in New York City, in addition to the cost of 
instruction. I said, ‘‘ Well, I am going to have such aclass. You 
are the proper person to appear at the head of it, and to be the real 
head when it comes to the teaching, but I do not expect you to do any 
of the work of getting it up; I'll see to that. It will be a better op- 
portunity than you have ever had to make your ideas of notation, 
teaching, and church music really known, for you will have time 
enough thoroughly to indoctrinate people with them, and that you 
know you never have had in Teachers’ Classes and Conventions.’ 

I knew this would move him if anything would. No word of money 
or remuneration for his services passed between us, and | take this 
opportunity to say that Lowell Mason was the most misjudged man 
in this respect that I ever knew. He had plenty of money. It came 
in large sums from his works, but I do not believe he ever made a 

lan to make money, unless when investing his surplus funds. In 

is musical work it was always “‘is this the best thing—will it be re- 
ceived—will it do the most good?” It was a clear case in its sphere 
of seeking first what was right and finding that all other things 
were added. And now that I am about it | will say further of this 
remarkable man, that although great in every way, intellectually and 
morally as well as musically, he was like a child if any error could 
be pointed out in his works or defect in his teaching. It was not often 
that either thing happened, but when it did, it was ‘‘Is that so? Let 
us see,” and prompt correction took place whenever he saw he was 
wrong. A favorite saying with him was, “ Error makes us weak 
truth makes us strong.” 

As I am writing these recollections (Dec., 1888,) | open my morn- 
ing paper and the following item catches my eye. It is worth insert- 
ing here, but first I will explain that Mr. Mason was a Massachusetts 
man by birth, but lived for a while in Savannah, Ga. From there he 
was induced to return to Boston by some prominent citizens who 
knew of his gifts, and believed that he could inaugurate the musical 
reform that they felt was needed. ‘“ Missionary Hymn” was, ! am 
quite sure, his first publication :

Both these works are an- 
nounced to be performed for the first time in London on November 
13th. Mr, Frederic Corder's ‘Sword of Argantyr,”’ also produced at 
Leeds, has been more or less criticised on the ground of its inequality. 
Portions of it are worthy of the composer at his best, but some of the 
solos are hardly grateful to either vocalists or audience. The libretto 
by the composer himself is based upon a legend of a notable sword 
which, when unsheathed, was apt to turn upon its owner unless it was 
washed in the blood of his enemies. It had already killed King Ar- 
gantyr, and now his daughter, Hervor, is depicted as leading her op- 


pressed countrymen to her parent's fire-girt grave in order to recover | 


the weapon and thus secure victory. On the island where King Ar- 
zantyr lay buried she meets a shepherd, with whom she falls in love. 
Che two struggle for the possession of the sword, which fulfills its 
curse by killing the swain. The chorus of Norwegians, descriptive of 
a mutiny, the baritone legend of the sword, a pastoral interlude and 
tenor solo ag by the shepherd, and the love duet are the most agree- 
ible features of the work. Dr. Creser, organist of Leeds Parish Church, 


likewise contributed to the Leeds Festival a cantata, ‘‘ The Sacrifice | 
of Freia.”’ The libretto, by the late Dr. Hueffer, was intended as a} 


mere interlude in a far larger work. It describes the sacrifice offered 
by women and warriors to Freia in her varied capacities of goddess 
of springtime, love and war. Although the music shows, more or 
less, the influence of Wagner, the sacrificial choruses are highly ef- 
fective. The work also contains a poetic incident in which a maiden 
rays to the goddess for the safety of her lover in battle. The last 
novelty of the Festival was Dr. A. C. Mackenzie's new composition 
for violin solo and orchestra, entitled “ Pibroch,"’ which was per- 
formed for the first time in London on October 26th by the Spanish 
violinist, Senor Sarasate. The piece is in three movements, the first 
being introductory, while the second, which more closely than any 
other portion approaches the bagpipe “ pibroch,” consists of nine 
variations on the Scottish tune known as “‘ Three Guid Fellows.” 
rhe final movement is a dance based partly upon an old Scottish 
melody from the Skene MS. and partly upon a Scottish theme written 
by Dr. Mackenzie himself. In some quarters the “ Pibroch " has been 
highly praised, while in others it has been deemed little better than 
mere virtuoso’s music, Percy Betts. 


AN EVENING WITH HERR NIKISCH. 


THE NEW BOSTON CONDUCTOR 








. 


BOSTON correspondent, who has been abroad this summer, 
: discourses pleasantly of an interview with Herr Nikisch, the 
U present conductor of the Boston Symphony Orchestra. We 

ve the Vistror readers the account of an operatic performance 
onducted by Herr Nikisch, as witnessed by the writer: 

‘The announcement for the evening was the ‘ Huguenots,’ and 
the rendition was a delight. It has been the writer's experience to 
listen to many performances of Meyerbeer's famous work. Particu 
larly fresh in the memory was a performance of it, given a fort- 
night earlier at the Grand Opera, Paris, where its splendid stage 
setting and general surroundings only made the more glaring the 
many execrable features of the performance, at which the painful 
attempts of the principal singers were the only justification for the 
overpowering predominance of the orchestra. It was a performance 
to make the author turn over in his grave. By contrast, the rendition 
under Herr Nikisch's direction was one long to be remembered by the 
writer as the finest it has ever been his fortune to enjoy. To be sure, 
the remarkable wealth of solo talent found in Fr. Bauman, Fr. Moran- 
Olden, Fri. Urtner, Herr Gessner and Herr Stierlin would go far to 
make the success of any opera. But the guiding influence of Her 
Nikisch was everywhere apparent. No opportunity for fine effect 
escaped him, no intention of the composer lost a shade of its due 
importance. An evening of opera in Germany is a memorable ex- 
perience. It is an inspiring spectacle to see a great audience settle 
down soberly, as to the transaction of an important affair. No dress 
suits or fine toilets here. It is as far as possible from a fashionable 
occasion, The ladies this evening appeared tc outnumber the gentle 
men considerably, and, contrary to the rule in Paris, they were to 
be found in all parts of the house, even in the parquet, which is usu- 
ally so rigorously guarded from their intrusion. The entire audience, 
women as well as men, sat with uncovered heads. Sober matrons 
and young misses all seemed animated by the sarhe spirit of serious 
study and appreciative enjoyment. The most brilliant passages failed 
to elicit applause at the time, but at the close of each act the warm 
applause told of the genuine delight which the music had afforded. 


“ Herr Nikisch presides over the orchestra of this theater, which | 


numbers about seventy-five. The players were grouped around him 
'n an enclosure far below the stage and parquet, so that only the 
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head of the conductor was visible. Boston concert-goers who have 
for five years watched with interest the slight spot of white on the 
crown of the former leader of the Symphony Orchestra will be inter 
ested to know that no such mark of distinction is as yet apparent on 
that of Herr Nikisch. He has a bushy head of black hair, which is 
apt to assume a slightly unkempt appearance as the evening wears 
on. He controls his orchestra and guides choruses and soloists with 
the easy, graceful motion of one who is thoroughly familiar with his 
score and has his forces well under control. The tremendous pas 
sages in Meyerbeer's opera offer a constant temptation toward over 
powering orchestral force; yet not once was the due proportion of 
vocal and instrumental work lost. It would seem that in this feature, 
which was one of Mr. Gericke's especial excellences, nothing is to be 
lost by the change. 

“Opera in Germany usually begins at half-past six. At ten, there 
fore, the performance was over and there was time for a few minutes’ 
conversation with Herr Nikisch at the cafe connected with the theater. 
He showed but few¢races of his exhausting work of the past three 
hours, and after a pleasant interchange of farewell greetings the 
interview terminated, to be resumed, if all goes well, in Boston, Hert 
Nikisch having engaged passage from Bremen in the steamer of Sep 
tember 7th 

“A summing up of one’s impressions of this visit to Leipsic, derived 
from the expressions of personal affection for and artistic pride in the 
man as repeated among all classes of the people, and from a favor 
able opportunity to judge personally of him and his work, leaves no 
room to doubt that the musical life of Boston is to receive through 
Herr Arthur Nikisch an impetus not less marked than has character 
ized the two previous administrations, which have become treasured 
epochs in its history.”’

THE NEGLECT OF THE STUDY OF SOLPEGGIO. 





HE important art of reading music at sight, which by itself should 
14 form a distinct study, is totally neglected by many students: to 
* “make the fingers go" seems to be their exclusive aim. Pupils 

should be taught to read and play at two different lessons. The ad 
| vantages arising from such a division of studies must have been evi 

dent to the directors of some of the leading conservatories of Europe, 
| for we find that the study of Solfeggio is compulsory in their institutions 
In this country most students are trained to read and play at one 
|and the same time; they are forced to extricate themselves from the 
| meshes of musical theory while endeavoring to free themselves from 
| the intricacies of technique. It is difficult enough to do well one thing 
|atatime. How, then, can young students master, together with the 
| position of the hands and body, the fingering, the division of the meas- 
ure, the notation, the tempo, the expression, the accents, and so on, 
when each isa new and complex problem? Crowding the mind with 
|a multitude of incongruous ideas produces hesitation, confusion, im 
perfection, and much valuable time is lost in the vain endeavor to save 
time. The many perplexities attending the instrumentalist at his first 
steps are multiplied, and the advancement in either reading or playing 
is much retarded. In two hours, one devoted to Solfeggio and the 
| other to the instrument, more would have been accomplished than in 
four hours given to the two studies simultaneously. 

How many among good pianists can play an accompaniment of 
moderate difficulty at sight ? Not one inten. This may seem a strange 
assertion, but soloists throughout the United States will bear witness 
to the moderation of my statement. Had these pianists studied Sol 
feggio, this lamentable fact could not be recorded. How many among 
vocalists can sing music of moderate difficulty at sight? How many 
can intonate intervals of augmented seconds and fourths without the 
aid of an instrument? Not one in athousand! And to the neglect 
of the study of Solfeggio must again be attributed this shameful defi 
ciency 

Among violin students that have not received special training in 
Solfeggio, very few only can take at sight with certainty a note belong 
ing to the harmony, but requiring the skip of a seventeenth. Such 
imperfection could not exist had the violinist received proper instruc 
tions in Solfeggio, because through its study all the possible intervals 
would have been made clear in his mind, and, while reaching for any 
note, he would have been able to anticipate its exact pitch. 

The art of conducting is acquired in a measure by the study of Sol- 
feggio. The child that has been trained for a couple of years in that 
much-neglected branch of musical education, learns to handle the 
baton with exactitude, while only a few among the many pseudo-mu 
sical directors can divide a largo into six-eight even when, without 
regard to the expression, they cause the musical forces at their dis 
posal to march like a platoon of soldiers to the set metronome 

To the neglect of the study of Solfeggio innumerable bad results 
|can be attributed. I have endeavored here to point out only the most

Under the head of Tonic- 
Sol-Fa, Dr. Palmer remarks that the American 
system of solfaing from a tonic was carried to 
England by Dr. Lowell Mason, and its essential 
principles, viz., tone relationship, were adopted 
by Rev. John Curwen, and formulated into 
what is called Tonic-Sol-Fa. It does away with 
the staff, and substitutes a letter notation, thus 
antagonizing the universally accepted staff. All 
its good points were in use in America long be- 
fore its advent into England. 





The Alien Contract Labor Law. 


If on this mundane sphere of ours there is 
any department of human activity where more 
red tape and Jess common sense is employed 
than in some of our Port offices and Govern- 
ment Bureaus, we have yet to learn of it. 

“ Leave all hope behind,” over the door of 
of the Infernal Regions, has its counterpart in 
the legend which should be written over the 
Circumlocution office (it exists in all countries), 
** Leave your reason and judgment outside.” 

Take this contract law: It must be known 
to every one that it was intended to apply to a 
certain class of cheap labor, or, what is worse, 
a sort of slave system in disguise, whereby men 
and women of a very low order have been 
brought to America for unworthy purposes, 
and to underbid the honest and respectable 
labor of the country. 

Our Solons, however, make this law apply 
to all professions and grades. If the Rev. Dr. 
Spurgeon should be called from London to a 
church in Cincinnati, he would not be allowed 
to land, any more than would the Chinese 
coolie or the Italian dago who comes to lower 
both the price of labor and morals. 

A long and strong but fortunately unsuccess- 
ful fight has recently been waged against the 
coming of Herr Nikisch, the great Leipsic 
conductor, to take charge of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra.

If we were dis- 
posed to criticise the make-up of the program 
itself we should quote the remark of a patron 
of the Club whose seat was near our own, who 
remarked that it was too serious, and suggested 
that there should have been more “fun”? in it, 
The selection from ‘‘ Antigone ’’ was splendidly 
sung, as was also the dramatic scene by Sturm 
with which the concert closed. Here also the 
imported Baritone, Dr. Hopkinson, of Balti- 
more, was at his best. If he had been allowed 
the liberty of action in this number he would 
doubtless have scored a greater triumph than 
he did. There were several places where a little 
motion would have increased his own enthu- 
siasm and that of the audience as well.

It is hardly just to 
criticise a work of this kind from a first hear- 
ing, especially as our impressions of it are rather 
mixed. We could make nothing at all of the 
first movement, but the second delighted us 
with its quaint melodies and instrumental 
effects. The closing movement is excellent, if 
not grand or great. We hope to hear this 
symphony again. The orchestral numbers 
which seemed to please best were the little 
gems for strings, and the closing Rhapsodie by 
Lalo, Mrs, King made a great hit in her 
number, the Rubinstein Concerto in D-minor. 
She seems to manage the lion of Russia as 
effectual as she does Chopin. The vocalist did 
not seem to ‘‘catch on,” as the saying is. 
Either her numbers were not satisfactory, or 
else the difference of pitch between Boston 
instruments troubled 
that she did not do her best. We were pleased 
to see a full house, and hope that the future 
concerts will be equally well sustained.

success, As a boy pianist the new-comer is 
really the more thorough little musician of the 
two; he is more poetic in temperament, and his 
work, so far as it has been heard, is more deli- 
cate and artistic; but he lacks the advantage of 
pricrity, as well as the magnetism that com- 
pelled Hofmann’s audiences to develop an in- 
comprehensible enthusiasm for his work. A 
comparison will force itself upon the public 
mind, however, as soon as that mind attempts 
to discover why, musically, the little Pole was 
more engaging and interesting than his talented 
successor ; and the reason will probably be found 
to lie in the fact that while Hofmann’s precocity 
was that of a child-musician, that of Hegner’s 
is the precocity of a child-pianist. In both cases 
it is extremely early fruit; the only question is 
as to the comparative value of the fruit. 

A little reflection on the lines suggested by 
such a comparison might tend to lessen the 
artistic dguthamns of young Hegner’s perform- 
ances, but it cannot make them less wonderful 
than they are. His playing is the product of a 
highly developed faculty of imitation coupled 
with natural aptitudes of an extraordinary kind. 
These aptitudes are predominantly mechanical, 
however. He has great flexibility and strength 
of finger and a large hand, He has the sense 
of time, too, and of rhythm. So far as the mere 
manipulation of the keys goes, he is a wonder. 
But he is entirely reproductive. Much of his 
playing is monotonous and devoid of all poetic 
vitality. His resources of tone color are limited, 
his touch, unless he is playing soft music, un- 
yielding anddry. It is marvelous that he should 
do what he does, but a listener who is not dis- 
posed simply to gape and marvel thoughtilessly 
will be apt to find his admiration pretty evenly 
divided between the boy and the teacher who 
trained him, For whatever there is of interpre- 
tation in the boy’s playing is obviously the re- 
produced idea of his teacher, Every experi- 
enced hearer knows how the conviction of such 
a fact is forced upon one’s mind. Originality 
of conception discloses itself in spontaneity.

Music in Boston. 





BosTon, Nov, 16, 1889. 


The season has begun in solid earnest, and 
if the critic could divide himself into three or 
four parts and be present at all the concerts 
going on simultaneously, such ubiquity would 
be eminently desirable. As it is, I am obliged 
to hear a little of this concert and then a little 
of that, and allow specimen bricks frequently 
to stand for the entire edifice. 

We never suffer for piano recitals in Boston, 
for we possess about two pianists to every in- 


coals to Newcastle, Nevertheless, Heinrich 
Kohler came here and demonstrated that he 
had a fine ’usical memory, and that he had 
more muscle, and could use the damper pedal 
more continuously than any of our resident 
pianists—but very little else. 

Otto Hegner, the juvenile wonder, also came 
here and gave several piano concerts; but that 
is another matter, The boy is a wonder. I do 
not rank him quite as high as Hofmann, for the 
little Josef had more of spontaneity in creating 
music, but technically I think he is superior 
to his Lillipatian cor Thioen He played Ru- 
binstein’s Valse Caprice in a manner that few 
adult pianists could excel. The difficult skips 
were made with absolute surety, and there was 
bravura enough in the performance to satisfy 
the most exacting critic. In his playing of 
Beethoven he follows the von Bulow interpre- 
tation, and follows it with the utmost intelli- 
gence. Asa composer, too, he deserves much 
praise, even if he does not attain the Hofmann 
level. He played a suite of his own in which 
he shows a remarkable appreciation of the old 
school (although he does not altogether follow 
the Bach succession of movements) and gives 
some ingenious contrapuntal imitations, The 
Gavotte is especially dainty, A march which 
he has composed is a little more commonplace. 

We are likely to have plenty of chamber 
music this winter, for, in addition to the 
Kneisel Quartette, which I consider the best 
String quartette in the country, the Adamowski 
Quartette are to begin operations next week, 
and the Listemann Quartette have already 
given an excellent program. At the Kneisel 
Quartette concert a young Cincinnati singer 
made her Boston debut. Madame Corinne 
Moore-Lawson has « rich and full voice and a 
charming stage presence. She is a true musi- 
cian, far more so than most vocalists. Yet her 
first numbers were somewhat marred by nerv- 
Ousness, and tone and breathing were at first 
faulty. In her later songs this wore away, and 
she sang with much steadiness, expression and 
beauty. The Listemann Quartette have the 
advantage of possessing the best violoncellist 
n the country—Mr., Fritz Giese. Mr. Giese is 





somewhat erratic and cannot always be de- 
pended upon, but when he is at his best, he is 
unrivaled on this side of the Atlantic.

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A Choir Title in Dispute. 


The Balmoral Choir, now in America, is de- 
clared to have no right to that title by Henry 
Albert Lambeth, of Glasgow, Scotland. Inan 
affidavit sworn to before James Colquhoun, 
acting chief magistrate of Glasgow, on Sep- 
tember 14th of this year, he says that he is the 
‘originator, proprietor and conductor of the 
Balmoral Choir’; and that the “ party of vo- 
calists advertised to appear in Steinway Hall 
upon the second day of November of this year 
under the name or title of the Balmoral Choir, 
were never at Balmoral, and are in no way 
connected with my choir.’’ The name, he de- 
clares further, has been assumed “for the ex- 
press purpose of misleading the American pub- 
lic” and trading upon his reputation. He 
also makes known his intention to visit America 
with his choir, and to begin proceedings in 
the courts of Scotland to require the company 
to renounce its present title. 

When the documents were shown to him, 
J. W. R. Binns, the manager of the choir, said 
that similar ones had been sent to him. It was 
true, he declared, that Mr, Lambeth had ap- 
plied for an injunction requiring that his choir 
give up the name ‘ Balmoral,’ but that it had 
not been granted, He had indisputable evi- 
dence in his possession, he added, proving the 
right of his choir to the title which it bore, 
Extracts from Scottish papers in corroboration 
of his statements were given to the reporter, 
The officers of the Scottish Society said that 
they had investigated the affair thoroughly and 
that there was no doubt of the correctness of 
Mr, Binns’ statements, The quarrel was due 
entirely to jealousy on the part of Mr. Lam- 
beth, who is now over seventy years old. 


D’ Albert. 


D’ Albert can best be described as resembling 
his picture, a mass of hair like a lion’s mane 
falling over his head and partly over his brow. 
He is a man of few words, and does not re- 
spond easily to questions, but his face brightens 
when he hears German, for he speaks the Eng- 
lish language poorly. 

“T thought you were born in England,” said 
a reporter, 

‘*So I was,” he replied. ‘* My mother was 
a German, my father a Frenchman; but I only 
lived there four years.” 

*“‘And are you as bitter against the English 
as reports make out?” 

“ Not against Englishmen; only against the 
climate and the English musical life.” 

It will be remembered that D’Albert said ; 
‘Unfortunately I studied for a considerable 
time in that land of fogs, but during that time 
I learned absolutely nothing. Only since I left 
that barbarous land have I begun to live, andI 
live now for the unique, free, glorious German 
art.’’ D’Albert laughed heartily at the words 
attributed to him, He is now twenty-six years 
old and was born in Glasgow, He was taught 
music by his father, and in 1876 he obtained a 
scholarship in the National Training-School in 
London, He attracted the attention of Richter, 
and by his advice went to study at Weimar 





with Liszt, who called him a second Tausig. |

Standards of Musical Taste. 


RECENT LECTURE BY J. S, VAN CLEVE AT 
CINCINNATI CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC. 


THE 


The lectures of Mr, Van Cleve upon music 
have been appreciated by hundreds of audi- 
ences and schools, but by none more heartily 
or genuinely than by the faculty and students 
of the Cincinnati Conservatory. He has lect- 
ured there, on an average, five times each 
season since 1880, 

Prof, Van Cleve is one of the least report- 
able of men, for there is something in his per- 
sonality which completely fascinates attention, 
and the fluent speech, the glowing enthusiasm 
of manner, and the bewildering abundance 
of interesting facts carried along upon the 
current of his discourse, all combine to make 
a whole which is at once valuable to the stu- 
dent of little experience, and suggestive to the 
most learned connoisseur. Some of the many 
points made in the lecture were as follows: 

Music, like poetry or painting, springs from 
the inner depths of man’s nature, and at the 
bottom all the arts are the same. They all 
arise from the need to utter, that is to omer 
one’s dreams. Music can never of itself be 
bad or corrupting, but it may be linked with 
vice and be wedded to ignoble thoughts, as 
roses the sweetest and laurel the greenest may 
be used to adorn the orgies of the dissolute. 
The chief difficulty which we educators in 
music have to contend with is not so much 
anything really low in music as with childish 
frivolity and incongruity, For example, the 
much played and much ridiculed ‘‘ Maiden’s 
Prayer” contains beautiful chords and pretty 
arpeggio runs, but its absurdity consists in the 
totally inappropriate expression of a pure- 
hearted and reverential aspiration toward God. 

The music which is vamped over from the 
opera to voice religious ideas in the Sunday- 
school of the day is blameworthy in like man- 
ner. Every young student has a vague feeling 
that what his teacher calls good music is like 
an exercise—that it is pretty once in a while, 
but only in lucid moments, while the rest of it 
is all confused and dreary, good chiefly as an 
exercise for the fingers. 

The reason for the childish feebleness of our 
early digestion is that America is not a musical 
country in the sense that Germany is. The 
higher forms of art, till lately, have been 


| exotics in America, and like exotics have been 


possessed by a few dilettanti in frail seclusion, 
the rude breath of the general opinion being 
too unfavorable to them, There has arisen, 
however, within the last few years, a great 
wave of earnest effort in the higher and more 
intricate forms of composition, and every zeal- 
ous musician who loves his art and his country 
is glad at heart for the widening dawn, 

The first thing which you must learn when 
you come to the city to cultivate musical art is 
to distrust all first impressions in any species 
of music new to you, That which at first is 
dull, will, like the diamond, flame into radiant 
beauty when patient art has elaborated it. 

There are widely different standards of judg- 
ment in different nations, but the Germans at 
present hold the front rank, as the Italians did 
in the eighteenth century, and the Nether- 
landers in the fifteenth century. 


Here Prof. Van Cleve enlarged in a happy | 


manner upon the evil effects of national big- 
otry in art, which he emphatically declared to 
be the atmosphere of total humanity, The last 
sentence of the lecture was a ringing piece of 
good advice, and was something as follows:
